Now Under Discussion in 


the Senate. 


The House Approves the Elec- 


fion of Senators by Vote 


of the People. 


WASUIXOTOX, May 11.—For morethan 


thros hours this afternoon, the senate 
discussed what is known as the railway 
arbitration bill, a. measure designed to 
adjust by means ol voluntary arbitra- 
tion differences that may arise between 
railroad officials and their employes. 


Mr. Kyle of South Dakota in charge ol mlos. 
be bill, offered a number ol amend- prison 
ments which were agreed to. In order 
to meet objections raised to the measure 
Mr. Hoar of Massachusetts, ottered an 
amendment which was accepted provid- 
ing that no injunction should be issued 
which fihoold compel tha 
laborers 


against their will to carry out any con- 
tract lor personal labor or service. 
The bill wa« still under discussion when 
the senate Adjourned. 


At 2,20 o'clock, tbe unBnished basi- 


netl was informally laid aside and the 
consideration begun of the so-called 
railway arbitration bill. 


After the reading of the hill Mr. Al- 


len discussed U. lie regarded it in its 
effects, aaono of the most vicious meas- 
ures ever brought before congress. He 
declared that it bound railroad em- 
ployes hand and toot and made them 
bond servants ol tbe railroad corpora- 
tions. He said that he had been flooded 
with telegrams from labor or«anir.a- 
tions urging him to support it. He 
thought, however, that the railroad em- 
ployes were being led into a trap in urg- 
ing the passage of the bill. 


Mr. Fairbanks of Indiana held that 


if there were defects in the measure in 
the very nature of the case they would 
bear with equal hardship upon both 
parties to any controversy tbat might 
arise between the railroads and their 
employes. 
Mr. Allen doubted the honest purpose 


of tbe bill. 
"If I were employed to defeat such a 


purpose," said he, "I conld not do it 
better than tn drafting a hill like this."

It Arises in the East 


Fresno District. 


State School Money for Or- 


phans Questioned. 


Doubtful if the Children of the 


Orphanage Can Attend 


the School. 


A complicated question has arisen 


concerning school facilities for the chil- 
dren a! the county orphanage. Recent- 
ly the Board of Supervisors established 
the East Fresno district, which, included 
the orphanage. There are 34 children 
of school age in the district, exclusive of 
those in the) orphanage, and 29 in that 
institution. The Question ie whether 
the inmates of the orphanage can be in- 
cluded ill the children for which the dis- 
trict receives state school money. 


The trustees of the district are now 


preparing to issue bonds for the con- 
struction of a new school house, and In 
order to sell the bonds it is essentia 
that everything connected with their Is- 
suance bl strictly legal. From put ex- 
periences it is vsry well known that if 
there is a loophole in th. proceedings, 
the bands cannot be sold. 


In the Instructions to the census 


marshals appears a section to the effect 
that the manual shall not Include in 
th. census ol echool children the inmates 
of deal and dumb, orphan, or other sim- 
ilar asylums, nuless .their parents or 
guardians reside in the district in which 
the institution is situated. A number 
ol tbe children in the county orphanage 
an not orphans, but abandoned chil- 
dren, whose parents live in other dis- 
tricts, and, in many cases, in other parts 
of the state. The law evidently con- 
templates that the children are legal 
residents of the districts where their 
parents or guardians live, and hence 
ctnnoi be classed as school children of 
the district. 
Of coarse, if the district does not re- 


ceive any elate echool money for the 
children In tbe county orphanage the 
trustees will naturally object to educat- 
ing the children for thecounty. Yestar- 
day Al«x Gordon, one of the trustees of 
the new district, presented the matter 
to the supervisors. The board, Mr.

After the Ditional color*, which, o 


course, tat* precedence of all otbe 
flags, comes the Jack, or, mere com 
uiouly, the Union Jack. This Hag i 
eitoply the "Union" taken out of th 
main colors, and it is exclusively th 
diBtinnuiflhtDft Sag of the navy. 


The President ot the United States 


who ifl the head of tbe army and navy 
is entitled to the first "ranking" {lag ID 
tbe country. The Preiiient'fl Sag 
spread eagle—the national coat-of-arra 
—mounted on t* blue field, eurmountet 
by a curved row of thirteen otam. It i 
live feet eix inches long by four fee 
four inches wide, ifl made of tbe fines 
quality of Beamleee silk, and is trimmed 
with yellow fringe. 


Next to the President's colors com' 


the flags of the Secretaries of War an< 
Navy. That lor the Secretary of Wa 
was adopted aa recently a« March 3 
1897. It IB made of acarlet Bilk, and i 
otherwise indentical with the Preei 
dent'e flag, with the exception that th 
thirteen atari are replaced by fou 
white stara in tbe corners. The epecia 
Hag for the Secretary of tbe Navy baa 
bias field, and iottead of the nationa 
coat-of-arme, ie embroidered witb a 
whit* anchor in the ceoUr. 


Following in the order of rank, tbe 


inott important flag in the army, next to 
that of the Secretary of War, ia the 
United 
StatM 
at my 
headqn»rte» 


standard. It baa a blue field gorgeously 
embroidered with the national arms in 
brown and gold. Wherever it appear* 
in active service, it denotes the presence 
of the general commanding the army or 
his neanat tanking general. 


In a regular line of march, every regi- 


ment composing an army carries at its 
front the national colors, bearing on the 
fourth red atripa f.om the top the num 
ber of the regiment and Its character, 
w bethel infantry, cavalry or artillery, 
Besides this, it carries a regimnotal flag 
on which is embroidered a national coal 
of *rms similar to that on the President's 
special flair. The regimental flag for the 
infantry is bine; the cavalry fa yellow. 
The artillery and battalion colors for en- 
gineers are both scarlet, but the flan for 
engineers bears a three-tar reted caetle 
instead of the spread eagle. 


Detached troops of cavalry and artil- 


lery carry email guidons or pennants 
bearing the troop number and letter. 


The regulation colors for the army, 


whether national or regimental, me sure 
6J4 feet long by 4 feet 4 inches wide. 
All "service" Saga arc made of bunting; 
colors for ceremony are of eilk. Thi 
trirnmiogB, fringe, and cord and tassels 
of all llago mn«t conform to the regula- 
tion colors of the (Hvieion to which they 
belong. Flan pikes are nine feet long 
and an inch and a half in diameter in 
tbe center, tapering slightly toward the 
ends. The pike ia tipped with a nickle- 
plated spearhead in the shape of a 
heart. 


In the navy there are seven flags desig- 


nating tank, aside from tbe special Hag 
of tbe secretary of tbe navy. Next to 
blfl IB the assistant secretary's, an exact 
counterpart 
ot 
the 
former, 
only 


that the colors are reversed. ' Ali 
the remaining flaga have a blue fluid 
and white stars; the order being, for 
admirals,lonrstars; for vice admiral*, 
three stars; lor real admirals,two atari; 
for commodore, ona star in canter of 
blue pennant. The captain's pennant 
is a strip of bunting fifteen feet long, 
with thirteen cttrt in a blue Held end a 
red and white stripe. Lait of alt ii a 
•mall triangular pennant with a dead 
blue field denoting; the senior officer's 
pretence in tbe absence of the captain 
of a ihlp. 


The special flag of the officer highest 


in 
rank 
invariably floats from tbe 


"main" of tbe vessel he is on. When 
the secretary of the navy visits a ship of 
war, tbe commanding officer's colors are 
immediately lowered from tbe masthead 
and the secretary's flag takes its place. 
During a squadron cmise the captain of 
the flagship never flies his special flag, 
the admiral being the hiuheat ranking 
officer. 


There are seven sizea of flags used in 


the navy, ranging all tbe way from 36 to 
3 feet in length. The first five sizes are 
designated officially ae "ship" flags 
«nd the remaining two are "boat" flags. 
Sizes NOB. 1 and 2 are now almost obso- 
lete. They were intended for the old 
vrooileu frigates, whose sterna stood 
high ab.>ve tbe water and would be en- 
tirely unsattable for the low-lying free- 
board of onr craiaerd and battleships. 


A vessel in commission always carries 


the national colors at the stern until 
sundown every night. The flag of the 
commanding officer remains at the mast- 
head day and night. 
In going to and 


from shore, tbe ship's small boats carry 
the flag of tbe senior officer at the fore, 
when the olBcer is below the captain, 
otherwise the officer's own colon are 
need. 


In addition to the flaga of officers 


whose rank entitles them to. special rec- 
ognition in naval etiquette, every ship 
of war ia supplied with H full set of inter- 
national colors, a fall set of "wig-wag," 
or eiiinaliog flags, and a full set of pen- 
nants, including colors for the purpose 
of showing that the alilp ia taking aboard 
ammunition, that the 
crew are ttt 


"mesa," or that the regular Sunday 
"church1' services are taking place, and 
eo forth. 


The grandest and most imposing p _ 


naut in the .whole navy ie the "home- 
ward bound" streamer, a forty-five- 
starred red, white and blue strip of 
banting, in all respects like the captain's 
pennant, which floats majestically from 
the mainmast, and is often so long that 
it trails in the water at the stern.

A uarrowe 
strip, placed below tho main, stringers 
is nailed to the posts tbo uiuo foot wa 
to give greater firmness. Tho cover 
made of 3 by 1 inch uiue boards 18 fee 
long. These aro nailed to tho stringers 
leaving between each board a thre 
inches pace. 


Most of tho pineapples in tho state 


however, are grown by open culture— 
that is, are not covered with sheds 
While growing the plants under abed 
gives rather better results, open cultur 
hae also usually proved profitable, say 
Herbert J. Webber in his account o 
the pineapple industry. Irrigation i 
not as yet much practiced and is no 
growing in favor. Those who have irri 
gating plants aro usually inclined to bo 
liovo that growing under sheds i 
preferable. 
Both methods, however 


would probably be desirable, but woul 
be too expensive for general use.

growth. As for "Strliigfullowod" tree, 
doing well only on Bubirrigatod or low 
luud, that is a mistake, for I Uvo in tin 
interior of Texas on high, dry land. 
Follow directiouN, and no trco will diu, 
barring un accident. Bo careful to ram

Loops, rosettes 
aud insertions are mado of this ribUou, 
ami graduated rows aro used ou both 
Bltlrt uud bodice, sometimes alone, or iu 
eoiijuuetion with pinked -silk ruches, 
narrow frills or wider flounces.

hiring farm Inbor Southern Cultivator 
mira- "Wo havo always advocated tbo 
hiring of labor for WIIBCH as giviliB thn 
fnrnicr best eontrol of laborers and of 
his farm. A farmer should never givo 
up control of Ms farm. If ho (Iocs, It 
will certainly run down. Bnt us to the 
manlier ot hiring labor wo arcdisposcd 
to think that under existing conditions 
it is good policy cither to «ivu " share 
of tho crop or lot out land to renters, 
with tho proviso tbat iu both cases tho 
landlord reserves tho right to "pitch" 
tho crops and direct thoir cultivation. 
H is best for the farmer, becaiiso Iho la- 
borer then shares tho risks of low prices 
nnd bad KCasonw, mid it is best for tin1 
laborer bocausu tlio negro is not u pru- 
dent or wise runner. 


"Whom tho laborers aro responsible 


whiles the rule may bo romxwl, anil it 
miry ho wifely done in case of a few 
ncsroos, but wo nro fiiiealtiiw ot the 
nciiro genorally. What shnroor Iho crop 
is uqultublu depends largely on <jniuity 
of land and kind of crops. Those cro|is 
wlmili call for moro labor iniiko n lar^oi 
sham due tho laborer; those which call 
for liltlo labor entitle him to a smaller 
share. While a third to 11 half of tho 
cotton might not bo unreasonable, one 
fourth would bo ainiilo for u small Brain 
erop which calls only for tho labor c!

Ciirolinu cotton mill oponilor wliu per- 
liaiis is better inforniotl on mutters per- 
tni)iiug to tbis iudustry than any other 
southern man us snyinB: 


"TUo New England mills nro Kimor- 


ing beciuxo tlioy cannot sell their prod- 
nets at n proStiiblo price. Tho soiithorii 
mills lire imdcraollins them, nnt lie- 
nmsn tbcy liko to Boll gooils chcnp, hut 
hctauao in order to sell lit nil they nro 
obliged to cut tbo Now England quota- 
tions. Tbis condition is not agreeable to 
Iho mills of cither section. It makes the 
uppciirnnco that southern coinpotitiou 
is beeomiiig ruinous to tho New KIIR- 
land mills. Tho mills of Now Eualaud 
anil of tho south both need bettor mar- 
kets 
Tbcro nro some conditions in the 


south more favorable than in Now KIIK- 
land for tlio production of cheaper 
poods. Therefore, if the competition is 
reduced to that poiiit where it is n nnra- 
tiou of survival, tho southern mills can 
probably bold out about as long as those 
in Now England.

TheOapr 
or wild 6gi an direct from Naples an 
each o! the figs contained a number o 
tie wasps. Th. iuMctl .n •Mall beiug 
about the ilae of a gnat. Many of them 
wen dead when they anlved here, bu 
Mr. Roeding hopes that the nmainln 
ones will multiply and thrive in thi 
valley, at their introduction will mean 
mnch to the San Joaqnin flu growers 
The waspl are essential to th.lnccesifu 
growing of Smyrna figs and occupy a 
peculiar field in the workings of nature 


To comprehend tbe worth of th 


little infects one must understand tha 
the Capri flg and the Smyrna fig stand 
In the relation of mile and female to 
each other. Tbe waspi live and have 
their being In the figi.- First the little 
ones come to live in the Capri Og and 
after sojourning In their birth place un 
til tbelr wlngl are developed fly away tc 
seek a home in tbe female or Smyrna 
fig. With them they carry the pollen 
of the male fig and fertilize tbe Smyrna 
fig while boKiing around Inspecting theii 
new inrroandings. This, pollen is neces 
•ary for the development of tbedeliciou 
fruit of commerce. Without it tbe fl| 
withers and drops to tbe ground before 
it reaches maturity. There seems to be 
no other way of pollenizing the fruit am 
the peasants of Smyrna as well as 
•cientific men look upon tbe wasps with 
a great deal of respect. 


Heretofore efforts to introduce thk 


insect into California have been nnsnc 
cessful, although several experiments 
have been made. 
Mr. Reeding has 


placed tbe Capri figs under some of bli 
own trees and is using every device to 
entice the insects from their homes into 
new quarters in his growing figs. If tbe 
wasps once become acclimated he be- 
lievei tbat the genial California climate 
wilicauie them to multiply rapidly. 


Mr. Roeding has eighty acres in 


Smyrna figs: • also a large number of 
Caprf figs, affording a splendid oppor- 
tunity for the experiment. Ills place 
has been lelected as a station for agri- 
cultural experiment! by tbe government 
and the result of tbe present attempt to 
introduce the waepi Into California will 
be reported to tbe agricultural depart- 
ment at Washington. 


In Smyrna the figs are polleniied by 


gathering the Capri figs which grow 
wild in the hills. Tbe cluster! of tbe 
wild figscontalning the wasne are placed 
nnder tbe Smyrna fig trees and tbe in- 
sect* crawl out and seek a home in tbe 
growing figl on the treei. Mr. Roeding 
hal placed hil pete under a fig tree cov- 
ered witb canvas! and hope! thereby to 
force them to crawl into tbe growing 
figl, where they »ill do well. 
There 


are hundred! ol the little waipi and be 
is watching their antics with great In- 
terest. It will be several day> before he 
can tell whether they will take to the 
growing figs. If they do not, the 
sects will die.
